Wistaria Vine ‘wonder of the horticultural world’ 


Editor’s note: It is a 
tribute to the timelessness 
of both the glories of Sierra 
Madre’s Wistaria Vine 
and to good writing that 
the following article, writ¬ 
ten in 1990, is as entranc¬ 
ing today as it was then. 
Jan Maddox, well-known 
for her intense dedication 


to the Vine, to our city, 
and to many other local 
causes, is the author of 
this comprehensive descrip¬ 
tion and history of the 
Vine.

But legend and custom in Sierra 
Madre dictate that we follow the “a” 
spelling, and most local historians, 
archivists, and journalists go along with 
that. 

As for the capitalization, it’s our 
way of acknowledging the worldwide 
fame of our gigantic, ancient vine, and 
showing our respect.

Carrot Top revisited...

The Wistaria Vine 

This vine, which is believed to be the largest 
in the world, was planted 36 years ago by Mrs. 
W.F. Brugman of Pasadena. It is the Chinese 
variety and a strong, vigorous grower, requiring 
no more food and water than other vines. The 
only secret of its phenomenal growth is in the 
fact that young shoots were given suitable sup¬ 
port upon which to rest, thus preventing their 
hanging down, which will result in the death of 
the terminal bud in a very short time. Kept on 
the level or incline upward, the growth continues 
from spring until the late fall. 

The beautiful two-toned lavendar blooms 
are in evidence for at least two months, after 
which the dark green leaves make a grateful 
shade over verandas and throughout the grounds 
until the winter months. 

Through the yearly festivals held by the 
local organizations under this beautiful spread¬ 
ing vine. Sierra Madre has become known the 
world over. Perhaps only a poet could adequate¬ 
ly tell the story of this marvelous vine. The 
following poem is by Frank E. Barbour, well- 
known resident of this community before his 
death in the 1980s.

O wond’rous vine! Thy creeping ten¬

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Percell trial 
rescheduled 
for Sept. 22 

Jeffrey Percell’s murder trial has been 
tentatively rescheduled for Sept. 22, according 
to the city clerk’s office in Pasadena. 

On July 10, attorneys for Percell will meet 
in court for a status conference to determine 
if the trial will be able to start on Sept. 22. Also 
on July 10, jury selection will begin. The court 
must come up with a jury pool of at least 300 
potential jurors for a murder trial before jury 
selection may begin. 

Percell has been accused of murdering his 
parents, Doris and John Percell of Sierra 
Madre, who were found by Sierra Madre 
Police on Nov. 16, 1988. The coroner said 
they had been dead from 24 to 48 hours. Both 
were found gagged and bound at their feet and 
wrists in separate rooms of the Percell home on 
Liliano. Both had been shot. 

Percell was found Dec. 13, 1988, when he 
surrendered to Burlington, Vt. police. Although 
he fought extradition, he was returned to Cal¬ 
ifornia in April, 1989. 

Legal proceedings have continued from then 
until now.

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Quake reconstruction underway for churches 


'Ecology of Catalina 
Island’ subject Apr. 1 


By Phyllis Chapman 

It has been lO months since the June 28 earth¬ 
quake wreacked its wrath on Sierra Madre. Some of 
our religious buildings that suffered very serious 
damage from that brutal force are still trying to solve 
the equally brutal cost of restoration. It has taken 
this long for work to be done on some. For others, 
it will be even longer. 

On Sunday, Mar. 29, for the first time since the 
devastation. Father Michael Bamberger and the con¬ 
gregation of the Church of the Ascension will be back 
in the church for services. The tall witch’s hat-shaped 
steeple made the Channel 7 afternoon news when it 
was finally replaced on top of the repaired native 
stone bell tower. 

A loan of $131,900 from the Small Business 
Administration enabled Ascension to begin repair 
work, which will cost a total of $180,000 to $190,000 
says Father Bamberger. Their fund-raising means 
that the total amount will have to be raised and the 
loan must be repaid. 

Built in 1888, this is Sierra Madre’s oldest church 
and is on the National Register of Historic Places. 
Our churches have always been part and parcel of the 
community. Ascension, for example, has always 
been open for Historical Society tours. It also makes 
space available at no charge for meetings of Alcoholics 
Anonymous. 

Hit hard, too, was the Sierra Madre Congrega¬ 
tional Church and thier needs are to raise $130,000.

Major crime drops 

38.8 percent in Sierra Madre 


Major crime in Sierra Madre is down 38.8 per¬ 
cent, according to the Police Report, dated 1991, com¬ 
piled by the Sierra Madre department. Crimes of 
violence are down 7 percent; crimes against property 
are down 26 percent and property stolen is down 90 
percent, reported Sierra Madre Police Chief Bill 
Betts. 

Crime clearance rate, although it is up, is a posi¬ 
tive 3 percent. Property recovered is up 24 percent, 
another positive; and traffic accidents are up 5 per¬ 
cent, according to the Bett’s report. 

The total of police-related activities are 9855 in 
1991, a combination of 4719 documented calls with 
5136 crime prevention type police activities. Those 
would include traffic stops, suspicious persons checks 
and field interview cards. Police Chief Betts said. 

The 1991 report maintained the same safety 
record of 1990 when Sierra Madre was reported as 
the safest town with a population of 10,000 or more 
in all of the Los Angeles area. Sierra Madre was also 
the second safest city in the entire state. Of the na¬ 
tional index of crimes :u 5820. Sierra Madre’s is 1505 
for last year, a drop of 586. Major crimes reported 
were 162, 63 less than 1990. 

California’s index in 1990 was 6602; Pasadena’s 
that year was 74.35. Arcadia’s index for that year 
was 5239 and Monrovia’s, 6818. 

To apply the index, Betts explains one divides 
the city population (10,762) into a control figure of 
100,000 which gives a reciprocal figure of 9.29 for 
Sierra Madre. This figure times the number of re¬ 
ported major crimes for the year (162) gives the index 
figure for comparison. 

The report reads, “The violent crime clearance 
rate is very high in relation to other crimes because 


the victims observe the suspect and in many cases 
krtow the suspect. During 1991, the rate cleared by 
the department was 79 percent. Nationally, the clear¬ 
ance rate was 46 percent.’’ 

During 1991 there were 62 burglaries committed 
in Sierra Madre. Of these, 18 percent were cleared by 
arrests or identification of the sftspect. Nationally, 
burglary clearance was 14 percent. Of the 85 thefts 
in the city in 1991, 14 percent were cleared. Nationally 
the clearance rate was 18 percent. 

Burglaries were highest in the southwest and cen¬ 
tral business district of Sierra Madre where the num¬ 
ber was 13. Also in these areas thefts were highest, 
20 in southwest and 22 in central business district. 

There were 10 burglaries and seven thefts in the 
northwest, and five burglaries and four thefts in the 
central northwest. In the canyon area, seven bur¬ 
glaries and 11 thefts were reported. In the southeast, 
there were five burglaries and six thefts. The north¬ 
east, where there are the fewest crimes, had two 
thefts and only one burglary. These also include 
auto thefts. 

There were no fatal accidents either 1990 or 1991. 
Injuries in 1990 equaled 25 and in 1991, 27. Non-injury 
accidents in 1991 increased by two from the year 
before. 

Total citations in 1991 (moving and parking) 
dropped to 4495 from 5626 in 1990. 

Total number of hours in 1991 by the unit in¬ 
cluded 2756.25 hours. In all, the police department 
paid $8224.11 in training, which includes such activi¬ 
ties as crime scene investigation, background in¬ 
vestigation course, telecommunications training, train¬ 
ing module-cultures. Peace Officers Standardized 
Training (P.O.S.T.), and peer counseling.

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Historical Preservation 


Bryant, Tyree, Bhuva 
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Society meets Apr. 6

The Sierra Madre His¬ 
torical Preservation 
Society invites everyone 
to attend the meeting, 
Monday, Apr. 6, 7:30 
p.m., at the home of 
Allen and Judy Skiff, 306 
E. Alegria Ave. This 
beautifully gabled French 
cottage-style home of 3800 
sq. feet suffered very 
serious damage in the June 
28, 1991 earthquake. 

For almost nine months, 
while the Skiffs lived in 
a rented house, contrac¬ 
tors worked to restore 
their historic home. Pro¬ 
gram presenters at the 
meeting will be the con¬ 
tractors, Richard Baker 
and David Hillburg, and 
also artisan Steve Selos, 
giving information about 
the restoration. Not only 
was e.xtensive structural 
work done to make the 
house seismically safe 
but every effort was made 
to keep the original char¬ 
acter and quality of this 
lovely home. Every piece 
of hardware, every bit of 
woodwork that was re¬ 
moved was catalogued 
and the information fed 
into a computer. After 


refinishing, they were re¬ 
stored to their original 
location. There were 10% 
pieces of hardware alone. 
Of replication was nec¬ 
essary, such as the inner 
workings of windows, they 
went to the original source 
for replacements. 

Walls in most rooms 
curve into the ceilings, 
never easy to restore, and 
these have been beauti¬ 
fully done. The one 
change was that the Skiffs 
wished to have a wistaria¬ 
decorated ceiling in the 
dining room. After all, 
Sierra Madre is the Wis¬ 
taria City. Selos created 
this wistaria decoration 
and it is truly a work of 
art with each petal, each 
leaf, applied separately 
and then painted. 

The home was built in 
1928 by A.A. Halsey, a 
Los Angeles businessman, 
at a cost of $5640. Un¬ 
fortunately, he lost his 
money in the Depression, 
so he .and his family never 
moved in. The home sat 
vacant, changing hands 
several times, until it was 
purchased by Harold and 
Leila Roberts in 1936, 
owners of Robert’s Mar¬ 


ket, now Howie’s Ranch 
Market. 

The Roberts arrived 
here in 1921 due to Mr. 
Roberts’ poor health. 
They first opened a pro¬ 
duce stand at 12 W. Cen¬ 
tral Ave. (now Sierra 
Madre Blvd.) and later 
moved to the Baldwin and 
Sierra Madre Blvd. loca¬ 
tion. The second loca¬ 
tion was also an open 
market at first until it 
was fully enclosed in the 
1950s. It became known 
as the Home of the Green 
Frog, as in those days be¬ 
fore refrigeration was 
used in markets, the 
Roberts used green cer¬ 
amic frogs to spray water 
over the produce to keep 
it fresh. One of the frogs 
can be seen at the top of 
the waterfall in the back 
yard near the pool at this 
home. 

One part of the house 
was adapted to serve the 
medical needs of Mr. 
Roberts, who suffered 
from tuberculosis, when 
his health deteriorated in 
later years. It has a small 
separate kitchen, bath¬ 
room, maid’s room and 
wide doors to allow pas¬ 
sage of his wheelchair.

Sheldon Epps, director 
of “On Borrowed Time” 
by Paul Osborne, now at 
the Pasadena Playhouse, 
says that the 44-year-old 
play has increased signi¬ 
ficance now because the 
world, in the Arts especial¬ 
ly, is having to face up 
to the reality of inevitable 
death, due to the AIDS 
crisis. The idea that 
death is not to be feared, 
that it can be healing and 
relieving, is hardly a re¬ 
cent one, of course, and 
the personification of 
Death is an idea that has 
intrigued writers over the 
centuries. 

“On Borrowed Time” 
is a gentle fantasy which 
has to do with a fiesty, 
free-thinking grandfather, 
Julian, and with Pud, his 
impressionable grandson. 
Through a series of cir¬ 


cumstances Pud is or¬ 
phaned, and Julian and 
his frail wife are faced 
with the necessity of bring¬ 
ing up the little boy. A 
mysterious gentleman 
named Mr. Brink appears, 
and when Julian realizes 
that he represents the 
death that must surely 
overtake him and his wife 
in the near future, he 
manages to trick Mr. 
Brink into a tree from 
which he cannot descend, 
and death is suspended 
all over the world. This 
situation cannot go on for 
long, of course, but Julian 
can think of no acceptable 
resolution. 

Far from being gloomy, 
or even very profound, 
“On Borrowed Time” is, 
for the majority of the 
time, a very funny comedy 
as Julian’s doctor and 
lawyer and the local sheriff 


try to cope with what 
seems to be an old man’s 
fantasy. 

The cast is excellent. 
Conrad Bain as Julian, 
Pud’s beloved Gramps is 
full of an old man’s glee 
at outwitting his neigh¬ 
bors, and Frances Helm 
is his strait-laced but un¬ 
derstanding wife. Patricia 
Fraser is truly horrific as 
the bigoted, manipulative 
aunt who is the obvious 
alternative caretaker for 
Pud, and Miles Young is 


attractive and bright-eyed 
as Pud himself. Wren 
Brown is the smoothly 
sophisticated Mr. Brink. 

Part of the charm of 
the piece is the expertise 
of the minor characters 
as they create the ensemble 
that is often difficult for 
amateurs.

The final 
stage is mutual inter-de¬ 
pendency and this is em¬ 
blematic of a mature re¬ 
lationship. It is where you 
have established your own 
identity but with it is a 
willingness and ability to 
subordinate this inde¬ 
pendence for the sake of 
the relationship. 

Where do you find your¬ 
self and are you content 
with this positional sta¬ 
tus? Where do you think 
the Lord would have you 
and do you find yourself 
there? These are cogent 
questions that must be 
dealt with if you want to 
be where the Lord would 
have you. 

Why don’t you come 
to Bethany this Sunday 
and see what Barney has 
in his “love bag.” 1 can 
assure you that your time 
will be well spent. Who 
knows, there might be a 
chemistry there that will 
motivate you to taking that 
step toward a better re¬ 
lationship that you have 
wanted to take for a long 
time.

we consider ourselves Jesus does. As you read 


“lepers.” We rarely 
talk about those areas 
simply because, like 
leprosy, people don’t want 
to get too close to the 
problem. It may drive 
others away. Yes, and 
it may even be contagious! 

Our text this week is 
about a leper. A man 
with a dread disease. In 
Jewish culture, no one 
would come near a leper. 
Lepers were to keep away 
from the general popula¬ 
tion and keep to them¬ 
selves. But here is a very 
intense man. When this 
man sees Jesus, he “puts 
all his hope in one basket.” 
In his approach to Jesus, 
we see focused energy 
pleading, imploring for 
help. How does Jesus 
react?

In a nutshell, the cable company would like to 
discontinue the Sierra Madre office since, Prevette 
said, it costs $2500 a month. The Ad Hoc Committee 
suggested that those funds be used for alternate 
services and equipment. It also suggested that a stand¬ 
ing committee be implemented for compliance mon¬ 
itoring, citizen input and Council advice. 

The committee would like to incorporate finan¬ 
cial auditing into the city audit process and limit the 
renewal contract modifications until CableVision 
commitments on system upgrade can be made. The 
committee also believes that public access capabilities 
should be enhanced. 

What would the system planning include? Im¬ 
provement in quality and reliability, digital trans¬ 
mission and two-way transmission. 

A recent survey of Sierra Madreans indicated 
that most of the questions revealed a “good” answer; 
i.e., quality of picture, customer service and program¬ 
ming alternatives available. 

The stations are not viewed exceptionally during 
during City Council and Planning Commission 
meetings. “Occasionally” (50 percent) was the answer 
to whether or not they watch live cablecasts of the 
City Council. 

Sixty-two percent with the answer of “never” 
watch the Planning Commission. Thirty-six percent 
believe that these meeting cablecasts are “pretty im¬ 
portant,” however. 

Few people know that CableVision has a senior 
citizen discount. 

Toni Buckner, librarian, told the council that 
Tuesday at 3:30 pm., DEI, the company dealing in 
asbestos abatement, found that the ceiling plaster in 
the library must be scraped and a wire brush used 
over the entire ceiling. That means, she said, that 
asbestos abatement will probably take eight more 
working days. She explained that this probably 
means that it is a positive between 2 and 5 percent 
asbestos content in the air. 

When asked for his opinion. City Administrator 
Jim McRea joked, “Asbestos abatement is regulated, 
not rational.” 

Buckner said they still hope to be open on Mon¬ 
day, Apr. 13. The rest of City Council news will 
appear in next week’s edition of The News.

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Planning Commission gives thumbs up to Martin to build 


Virginia Pesola, the at¬ 
torney representing the 
city of Sierra Madre in 
the action of litigation of 
Martin versus the city of 
Sierra Madre, explained 
the Development Agree¬ 
ment brought before the 
Planning Commission last 
Thursday evening. “This 
was an attempt to enter 
into a development agree¬ 
ment to implement the 
settlement agreement. 
The litigation that was 
filed by the Martins is 
broader than just the mor¬ 
atorium that was declared 
invalid by the Court of 
Appeals. There were other 
issues in the case involv¬ 
ing damages the city is try¬ 
ing to settle with the Mar¬ 
tins.” 

Pesola was answering a 
question asked by Com¬ 
missioner James Hester 
at the Planning Commis¬ 
sion meeting concerning 
what the city and what 
the Martins are getting 
out of the settlement. 

Pesola added, and this 
is the key to the decision, 
“The Development Agree¬ 
ment is the first step. It 
does not divest the City 
Council or Planning Com¬ 
mission of any discretion 
it has under the Subdivi¬ 
sion Map Act or Ordinance 
No. 1978 to approve or 
disapprove the applica¬ 
tions that are subsequent¬ 
ly submitted to you.” 

The Development 
Agreement was presented 
to the commission Thurs¬ 
day for public hearing 
and recommendation to 
the City Council. There 
are 11 acres owned by the 
Martins on Santa Anita 
Canyon Road, Sierra 
Madre. 


Pesola is with Burke, 
Williams and Sorensen. 

Hester and Commis¬ 
sioner George Salisbury 
were the two dissenting 
votes in the motion that 
the Development Agree¬ 
ment be recommended 
for approval by the City 
Council. 

The other three motions 
passed unanimously and 
they include: finding that 
the Development Agree¬ 
ment is consistent with 
the Sierra Madre General 
Plan, finding that the 
Negative Declaration has 
been received and review¬ 
ed, and the motion to 
adopt a resolution con¬ 
firming the findings and 
recommendation of the 
Planning Commission to 
be forwarded to the City 
Council. 

The last motion was 
conditioned at the request 
of Commissioner Ross 
Tyree, to consider com¬ 
ments of Caroline Brown 
and Gordon Miller. 

Brown addressed the 
Environmental impact 
of the environmental as¬ 
sessment questionnaire 
and said that many of the 
“maybes” marked on the 
questionnaire should be 
addressed as “yesses” 
when the environmental 
questionnaire is processed 
for the four-lot subdi¬ 
vision.

When you rummage around in old newspaper 
files, you can come up with all sorts of surprises and 
that’s exactly what happened to Burton W. .Smith of 
Sierra Madre. 

“To my pleasant surprise, I recently discovered 
that my Great-Grandfather Leonard Woodman 
Smith of Haverhill, Massachusetts had visited the 
Wistaria Vine a few hundred yards from where I 
now live almost 60 years ago,’’ Burton Smith said 
recently. 

His great-grandfather was the first curator of the 
Haverhill Historical Society and wrote many articles 
for the Haverhill Gazette about the history of Haver¬ 
hill and landmarks (around the country). “While 
reading through some of his 600 articles contained 
in four volumes on file at the Haverhill Public Library, 
I came upon his article of Apr. 29, 1933. He was 88 
years at the time and was visiting his son and daughter 
who had moved to Los Angeles several years ago,’’ 
Burton said. 

We quote from the piece: 

While Los Angeles might be called the 
land of flowers, there are special days when 
the city is invited to take special notice. 

At Sierra Madre there is a wisteria (sic) 
vine that is said to cover one acre, and the 
largest in the state, possibly in the world. 

It rambles over the trees, and takes its right 
of way as fancy dictates over trellises and 
arbors. The vine is on the estate of Mrs. 
Estelle Haines Fennel, and through the cour¬ 
tesy of Mrs. Fennel, the public can view the 
great array of purple blossoms. The estate 
of Mr. Humphries that adjoins, is also open 
to the public. The fete opened on Mar. 17 
, to continue until Apr. 10.... 


In the Apr. 1, 1933 edition. Smith described “The 
Earthquake’’: 

Since writing the previous paragraphs, 
while sitting reading in my daughter’s living 
room just before dinner, one of the most 
severe earthquakes took place. It seemed 
like someone taking hold of the corners of 
the house and shaking it as one would a trou¬ 
blesome child. Bricks came from the chim¬ 
ney, striking on the roof with a sound like 
thunder. The chimney was twisted and will 
have to be rebuilt...The dinner table was .set 
ready for service yet nothing was spilled on 
the cloth. We rushed out of doors but soon 
returned as the shock lasted but a minute.... 

The barber I visited this morning (the 
next day) came from Italy. He called it the 
land of earthquakes and said it was safer to 
remain in a frame building than to run out¬ 
side, for many of the fatalities happened on 
the street where parts of concrete and brick 
buildings had fallen on people...My thought 
went back years to an old book, either a school 
book or child’s picture book, which con¬ 
tained a picture ‘Lisbon and the Earthquake.’ 

It represented the city with the buildings all 
falling, the people rushing out and every¬ 
thing in confusion...On another side: “It will 
give work to hundreds of jobless.’’ 


Burton Smith 


Leonard Smith died at the age of 91 in California 
at the home of his daughter...“Mr. Smith, a lover of 
the out of doors, was preparing a rock garden. In 
lifting rocks to construct the garden, he suffered a 
stomach strain which brought on his last illness about 
a week before his death.’’ 

He died in 1925. He is buried in West Newbury 
in the family lot. 

Smith’s family dates back about 18 years after 
the Mayflower. 

Burton Smith lives here with his wife, Susan. 
They have a son, Woody, who is married and lives 
in Arcadia, and a son, W'ally, at home. Smith is a 
regional sales engineer w ith Klober Lubrication. 

It is always a joy when local people share their 
remembrances, memories and thoughts.

Quebec is a travel gem 


In the year of Our Lord, 
1608, Samuel de Cham¬ 
plain built an “abitation” 
on the banks of the St. 
Lawrence River at the 
foot of cap Diamant and 
the exquisite city of Que¬ 
bec was officially born. 

Today tfie Old Upper 
City spreads across the 
great towering bluff above 
the mercantile ba.se, the 
only walled city in North 
America. 

More European than 
New World, Quebec City 
is French-speaking and 
sophisticated dc'^pite its 
small si/.e and populaiiuii 
of only 170,(X)0 - less than 
that of Pasadena. San 
Franci.sco comes to mind, 
or New Orleans - or Paris 
itself. It is the capital of 
Quebec Province, the 
largest of all Canada’s 
provinces. 

Although the British 
won Quebec, physically, 
in a 20-minute battle on 
the lofty Plains of Abra¬ 
ham in 1759, in spirit, 
culture and tradition it 
remains Gallic to this day. 

Within the ancient walls 
atop the bluff the scene 
is dominated by the world- 
renowned Chateau Fronte- 
nac, nearing a hundred 
years of massive, copper- 
spired grandeur. 


Each morning at 10 
a.m., the changing of the 
guard by the glorious 
black and red-costumed 
Royal 22nd Regiment takes 
place beside the Citadel. 
Dufferin Terrace and 
the Promenade des Gouv- 
erneurs circle the bluff 
overlooking the lower 
city and St. I.awrence, 
scenic walkways for all. 

Old Upper Town, 
reached by the well-named 
Escalier Casse-cou (break¬ 
neck stairs), or a hair- 
raising funiculaire, is 
chock full of lovely old 
17th and 18lh century 
Homes and buildings and 
the three remaining gates 
of entry - St. .lean, Kent 
and St. Louis. 

Outdoor cafes and 
boutiques, residing in 
quaint old buildings, 
abound, part icu larly 
around the Place d'Armes 
by the Frontenac, and 
just down the street is 
the open air art gallery 
in Rue du Tresor. Here 
we found a number of 
marvelous miniature oils 
of soul-catching north 
country by a young artist 
destined, we’re sure, for 
immortality. 

A number of copper- 
clad edifices grace the up¬ 
per and lower scene. The 
lovely blue-green of the 


patina gives each an aura 
of enchantment. 

Many charming 17th 
and 18th century typical 
Gallic homes are located 
in Old Lower Town and 
a caliche is a wonderful 
leisurely way to see the 
city. One of these color¬ 
ful horse-drawn carriages 
can always be found on 
Place Royale in Old Low- 
CT Town or in Place d’Armes 
above. 


A side trip to the coun¬ 
try brought intriguing 
French rurn! houses with 
Mansard I UOKS ciiiU abun¬ 
dant stands of maple in 
raging fall colors. 

Our destination was 
Ste. Anne de Beaupre 
Basilica where the patron 
saint of Quebec, Mary’s 
mother, resides in serene 
and glowing piety as the 
“miraculous Statue,’’ 
effecting numerous miracu¬ 
lous cures here, as at¬ 
tested by a gigantic pillar 
encrusted with discarded 
canes and crutches. 

Quebecois we found 
expressive, volatile, warm, 
snooty, energetic and 
irrascible - typically Gal¬ 
lic. Their city is among 
those travel gems you 
savor over and over in 
remembering.

However, a letter from a 
daughter of the original 
planters, William and 
Alice Brugman, states, 
“My mother and father 
planted the Wistaria Vine 
in 1894. The plant was 
bought at the old Wilson 
Nursery in Monrovia, a 
gallon can for 75 cents.” 
Signed, Emily Brugman 
Childs. 

The city of Sierra Madre 
has proclaimed 1994 as 
the Centennial Year of 
the Wistaria aiid plans 
are already underway for 
another Wistaria Fete 
reminiscent of the gala 
celebrations of yester¬ 
year when extra red cars 
had to be secured to han¬ 
dle the throngs journey¬ 
ing from Los Angeles. 

The owners, Maria and 
Joe Feeney, and Nell and 
Bob Solt, have agreed to 
open the vine property 
for additional days instead 
of the current single af¬ 
ternoon, to mark the 100th 
birthday of the grand old 
lady. 

Botanists list the plant 
as a wisteria, with an “e,” 
but it was named in 1818 
for Henry Wistar of the 
University of Pennsylvania 
in honor of his contribu¬ 
tions to science. Some¬ 
one at that time apparent¬ 
ly knew better and, in 
Sierra Madre, it has al¬ 
ways been spelled - cor¬ 
rectly - with an “a.” Be¬ 
cause of the vine’s fame, 
it is also capitalized: The 
Wistaria Vine. 

Nicknames galore 

The vine, of the Chinese 
lavender variety, has had 
both affectionate nick¬ 
names and flowery titles 
over the years, including 
the “Glorified Bean,” 
“Jack’s Beanstalk,’’ 
“Queen of the San Ga¬ 
briels,” the “Lavender 
Lady,” and “Sierra Madre 
Treasure.” 

The bean nicknames 
probably refer to its seed, 
which resembles a hard, 
shiny, flat black bean. 


It is, however, a mem¬ 
ber of the pea family. 

The seed is said to have 
been brought to Europe 
by Marco Polo in the 13th 
Century as one of his 
prized treasures from the 
Orient. Wistaria vines 
have graced Chinese royal 
palace pergolas and tem¬ 
ples for thousands of 
years, and several visitors 
from China have claimed 
that vines there have been 
known to live as long as 
250 years. 

The strength and tena¬ 
city of the gargantuan 
plant earned it another 
nickname: “The Monster.” 

Rampant grower 

When H.T. Fennell 
(spelled Fennel in some 
archive accounts) bought 
the house in 1913, he 
admired the vine which 
already was growing pro¬ 
digiously. He built extra 
arbors to support it and 
vowed that one day it 
would cover the whole 
house. 

It did. It grew into win¬ 
dows and doors, crept on¬ 
to the roof and encircled 
tile vtliuk tiuiiie, Le$§ 
than 20 years later, it 
had encompassed the en¬ 
tire structure, as evidenced 
by several photos show¬ 
ing only the chimney pok¬ 
ing up forlornly from the 
second story amidst a sea 
of lavender blossoms. 

It collapsed the roof 
and the house was torn 
down in 1931. The arbors 
were retained and part of 
the porch to support the 
vine and a new house was 
built some 200 feet away. 

That is now the Feeney 
house and the vine long 
since reached out to em¬ 
brace it too. Only rigorous 
trimming each year keeps 
it away from the structure. 
Call the doctors 

In the ’40s, the vine 
showed signs of decline 
and the owner, Ida Law¬ 
less, who spent some¬ 
where between $30,000 
and $100,000 to brace 
the vine and enhance the 
grounds, called in a “plant 
wizard.” 

The wizard, according 


to archive accounts, “put 
the vine to sleep” by 
placing dry ice, hormones 
and ice water on the roots. 
The leaves yellowed and 
fell off and the wizard 
returned with a “plant 
doctor kit,” including 
a huge soil auger, out- 
sized hypodermic needle, 
droppers and special plant 
vitamins and hormones. 

He injected his “medi¬ 
cine” into the bark at 
various intervals and 
poured more into holes 
dug every few feet through¬ 
out the root area. 

Whatever the formula, 
it worked and the vine 
not only revived, but 
produced its best blooms 
in years. 

Maria Feeney says that 
the vine again showed signs 
of distress in the’60s. She 
and Marion Thayer Cook, 
who had cared for the 
vine since 1956, first from 
the upper house and then 
the lower property now 
owned by the Soils, secured 
a botanist from Occidental 
College. He used a three- 
foot hypodermic needle 
to shoot Vitamin B into 
the soil. Bald spots on 
the ancient trunks were 
sealed, and again the old 
lady rejuvenated and has 
been going strong ever 
since. 

The Feeneys and Solts 
both trim and fertilize, 
but not on the lavish scale 
of yesteryear. In the ’60s 
a ton of fertilizer was con¬ 
tributed by several fertili¬ 
zer companies to pamper 
the giant plant. One “ex¬ 
pert” said that with any¬ 
thing less than continuous 
pruning the branches 
would suffocate, and only 
constant care and therapy 
would prolong the vine’s 
tenure. 

The Feeneys, Solts and 
the old lady herself have 
proved, however, that she 
can thrive for years on 
end with reasonable and 
manageable care. 

Perhaps she senses that 
she is one of the seven 
horticultural wonders of 
the world and has set her 
sights on a 2S0-year reign.

Dan Parker was a family friend for over 50 
years. Throughout his life he was always interested 
in my activities and, along with Eloise, stayed 
in touch. Our most recent conversation took 
place not long before his death and he still main¬ 
tained a keen interest in what was going on 
around him. 

During the 1930s, Sierra Madre was home 
for a number of fine athletes. Ross Tyree was a 
Golden Gloves champion at PJC. Sam Schwartz, 
Jack Paschall, Hugo de Groot and others were 
well known Southern California stars. The most 
famous was Payton Jordan who, after and illustrious 
career as track coach at Stanford, coached the 
U.S. Olympic team in Mexico. 1 think Payton 
still holds the 100-yard dash record for the over 
60 age group. Dan’s participation centered on 
officiating, which he continued for the rest of 
his life. 

Respected all over the country, this aspect 
of Dan’s life was not dominating, nor did he 
seek recognition. His passing reminded me of 
an incident which occurred here in Washington, 
a number of years ago. 

The FAA Administrator invited a number 
of officials from around the country to discuss 
a proposed rule on airport safety. One of the 
invitees was William Downs, Commissioner of 
Aviation for the city of Chicago. Also, during 
the season. Bill was an official for the National 
Football League. 

The safety meeting was progressing slowly 
as there were many contrasting views on what 
should be done, and appeared to be at an impasse. 
Finally, Bill got up and announced, “It appears 
that no one wants to make a deefsion. I’m not 
afraid to decide. One time in the Los Angeles 
Coliseum I blew my whistle, waved my arms and 
90,000 people booed.” We all laughed. The 
tensions were relieved, and we got down to 
business. 

Dan also had a great sense of humor and 
was not the least bit hesitant to be decisive. He 
will be missed.

Don G. Murphy’s reply when asked how the 
Main Street Chamber of Commerce is going to fare 
was typically positive. “There’s a lot the chamber 
can accomplish with its new enthusiasm, programs 
and activities.

“We have a strong .strain of artistic people on 
both sides of my family and, I guess, for me, it 
manifested itself in architecture. I started oil paint¬ 
ing at an early age but was always more focused on 
architecture.” 

He received his Bachelor’s degree in architecture 
from use and practiced in Pasadena and Monrovia 
before purchasing the Old City Hall and moving his 
basiness to Sierra Madre six years ago. He was licensed 
in 1966 and has been in practice, owning Murphy 
Architecture, Inc. for 23 years. He has developed 
the Old City Hall into a professional office building. 

Murphy leans back with an apple-faced grin 
when describing his role in architecture, “You start 
with a clean slate and you manipulate form, shape 
and color into an objective solution to the problem. 
The romance of architecture is why a lot of people 
get into it. That romance is the wonderful feeling of 
how we can impact the built environment. Architec¬ 
ture usually has constraints. Speculative building 
tends to be conservative. People you’re working with 
don’t want to be pioneers; they don’t want to be 
avant garde. They don’t want it to be something that’s 
offensive, no controversy - it’s just there. Subse¬ 
quently, a lot of it ends up ‘oatmeal.’” 

He smiles under bushy eyebrows, “Every once 
in a while, some brave soul just lets you go. Those 
little sparks of opportunity are the real romance. 
When left to my own devices, my personal style 
comes off more contemporary. There are fewer 
limitations. By contrast, in period work you are 
starting out with some pre-decisions becau.se of what 
you are producing. In this idiom it’s necessary to 
research, understand the vocabulary and apply it to 
the program.”

was a math-science major; however, on a practicing 
level while some sense of math is helpful, it is not 
essential because that’s where engineers take over. 
“It becomes a matter of orchestrating a lot of people,” 
he explained.

Mall expansion update heard; 
new fire station approved 


New plans for the pro¬ 
posed expansion of Santa 
Anita Fashion Park were 
presented to the Arcadia 
City Council at a special 
session prior to its meeting 
last week. May Co. has 
dropped from the develoiv 
ment, leaving a 146,000- 
square foot Nordstrom 
as the only major depart¬ 
ment store that will be a 
part of the expansion, 
which will include 45,000 
square feet of additional 
mall shops. 

The new plan also calls 
for enlarging the existing 
Robinson’s store, a food 
court on the second level 
near Penney’s and a 9.6 
acre expansion of the park¬ 
ing lot on the east side. 

Developers expect the 
parking project to be fin¬ 
ished by fall of 1992 
with the Robinson’s ex¬ 
pansion and food court 
to be completed by fall 
of 1993. By fall of 1994 
Nordstrom and the mall 
shops are expected to be 
opened. 

Exiting the regular coun¬ 
cil meeting last week Tues¬ 
day, the council made a 


presentations to David 
STany, an outgoing mem¬ 
ber of the Planning Com¬ 
mission; to Jim Parker and 
Jim Dunbar of the Arca¬ 
dia Red Cross declaring 
March as Red Cross 
Month; and to the Arca¬ 
dia High School girls’ 
soccer team for going to 
theClF finals.

on the night of the coun¬ 
cil approval for the new 
station. 

Ordinances regarding

costs for nuisance abate¬ 
ment was introduced. 

In other action, the 
council approved a pro¬ 
gram to implement a re¬ 
ward of $1000 to those 
who provide information 
leading to the arrest and 
conviction of individuals 
for acts of damage and 
vandalism applicable to 
mailboxes in Arcadia. 

The next council meet¬ 
ing on Tuesday, Apr. 7 
was set for public hear¬ 
ings having to do with 
adopting a capital improve¬ 
ment program through 
1997 and with the Arca¬ 
dia Redevelopment Agen¬ 
cy’s Southwest Corner 
Project. The council will 
begin its meeting on Apr. 
7 with a discussion of 
library expansion at 4:30 
p.m. and will discuss the 
capital programs from 
5-6 p.m. with planning 
commission interviews 
set for 6 p.m. prior to the 
regular meeting at 7 p.m.
